The Governor Makes a Weak Defence 


of Sedistricting Bill. 


There 
was 
raised 
enthu«iasm 
at 


tho republican rally last night, and thuro 
was a great crowd of republicans, demo- 
crats arul recognized A. I'. As.] 


In the gallery occupying seats were 


msny ladies, while the boxes were occu- 
pied by intimate friends 
of Governor 


Greenhalge. 


Like previous republican rallies, there 


was a decidedly chilly air about the rally, 
for one republican candidate, poor Ether 
S. Foss; not once was bis namo men- 
tioned; no words of praise for him; no 
rosy picture of success pictured for him to 
coddle and admire till the senatorial con- 
test. Is settled this evening. 
"That is the kind of a man we want to 


represent us in the legislature," said Cur- 
tis Guild in his speech, as ho pointed tc 
ex-Senator Lnwxon, and failed even to cal 
the naniu of Ur. Fosa. There was hut 
one Inference; til Foss they have lost con- 
fidence. 
Xot to him would they point the 


nngfr of pride when they boast of tin 
honest, independent, free thinking men 
the republican parly sends to the legisla 
ture. 


Governor Gree^ihalRe's speech was a 


disappointment to his friends. 


It lacked his characteristic fervor, force 


and expression. It was not pointed, as is 
usually the case- with his remarks, 
and 


failed to entliuse hi1* audience to any ap- 
preciable extent. Either His Excellency 
was fatigued, or he found it difficult lo sot 
himself rii{ht with his neighbors for Ms 
act in signing the redistrictins bill. 


At five minutes before eight, the band 


struck up a lively march, and Chairman 
Kileski of tho republican city committee, 
Jlon. Fred Lawton, with Curtis Guild, 
Jr., 
Hon. Charles II. Allen, ex-Mr.yora 


Falmor «nd i'ickinaii and a number of 
local 
lights, prominent in republican 


circles took seats on the stage. 


Chairman Kileskl called" to order and 


after reading the lists of vice presidents, 
Introduced as the presiding officer, Hon. 
Fred Lawton. 


-Mr. Lawton was pleased to see such a 


large 
andlonCB gathered to attest tho 


personal qualifications, to the personal 
achievement of onr fellow townsman. -- 
lie dwelt upon tlie air of gratitude that 


has attended the campaign, and said it 
was impossible for the republicans to 
arouse a special interest, when Mr. Qnincy 
and the leaders of democracy, before the 
campaign had fairly started, had admitted 
the election oE tho entire republican state 
ticket. 
Likewise it is next to impossible 


for the democracy to arouse euthmiasm. 


•"•when with them it is only a question of 


how deep their candidates will be buried. 
Ue then dwelt upon the sacred right of 


everycitizen to cast a ballot and said that 
anv man who refused to exercise that 
right because of a spirit crankiness or dis- 
satisfaction should blush for shame. Xa- 
tional issues claimed somo attention from 
the presiding officer and said: "To-mor- 
row you must speak out upon questions of 
great influence to our country. 
Ho did 


no: lose the opportunity of accusing Jo- 
siah Quincy and the leaders of democracy 
of crowding out of the mayoralty race in 
Boston Hon. Owen A. Galvin. 
After 


speaking briefly upon the planks in the 
democratic platform, he introduced as the 
first speaker Col. Albert Clark of-'Well- 
flt-et. Mr. Clark could not speak words 
to express his pleasure at being able to ad- 
dress the voters of such a thriving city as 
Lowell is. Mr. Clark proved an enter- 
taining speaker an I by his many witty re- 
marks andanecdotes sprung iuto imme- 
diate favor with his auditors.

justify the republican position oa this Is- 
sue. 


"If you wwh to go back to the old wild- 


cat banking gyxtem as you experienced 
years ago, 
then 
vote for George F. 


Williams, and the candidates of Ills party, 
who will appear on tho national tickbt 
next year." Rushinc; to the tariff question 
he accused the democracy of removing the 
tax from luxuries, thereby assisting not in 
the least thu poorpi-ople for whose welfare 
they- professed to be anxious. 
He ex- 


expluiiied the ad valorem tax and said 
that under it, the treasury is robbed of 
millions of dollars, bucamo the value of 
goods is mifiquoted by foreign business 
houses, 
and 
thus the country is de- 


frauded. 


Coming to tlie • currency question, lie 


happened to mention Ihe name of Presi- 
dent Harrison, which of course called 
forth applause. Equally loud was the 
hand-clapping 
that accompanied the 


mention of President Cleveland's name, 
an incident that bothered Mr. Clark for 
just n few minutes. He contrasted the 
business conditions existing under the 
Mi-Kinley bill and the present tariff law. 
and attempted to show what ho claimed 
was tiie calamity following the inaugura- 
tion of tlie Cleveland administration and 
the passage of the existing t;irlB law. 
ills peroration was a grand tribute to tlie 
principles of the republican party, and to 
its administration of aff.iirs. 


Curtla Guild, 
Jr., 


was accorded a warm neighborly greeting 
when he arose to speak. 


Mr. Guild opened up by alluding to the 


break in the solid democratic ranks of 
Texas, and assured the audience that next 
year if tlie democratic party continues its 
present foreign policy the republican party 
will carry thu whole United Status unani- 
mously. 
Coming to the local self-govern- 


ment, plank in the democratic platform, 
he said that here in Lowell, where labor- 
Ing people are in such large numbers, 
local self-government affords no relief. 
I,believe that by national legislation only 
will the labor people derive that for which 
they are looking. In this way Mr. Guild 
disposed of tlie local self-government mat- 
ter and paid no heed to the question of 
one of ui3 auditors: "What is the matter 
with the redistrlctingbill?" 


National affairs had 
a. particular fasci- 


nation for the principal speakers and Mr. 
Guild could not avoid devoting more than 
passing attention to them.. lie spoke upon 
the tariff, the currency and mainly upon 
the administration's foreign policy and 
advocated in the strongest, terms the ap- 
plication of tbe terms of the Monroe doc- 
trine. In the highest terms he praised 
Pres. Harrison's conduct in the Chilian 
crisis. 


Goveruor GreenhKljre 


entered tiie hall at exactly O.iiO. 
"Hail, 


to the Chief,'' were the notes from the 
musicians' bugles, cheer after cbeer.shout 
after shout re-echoed throughout the old 
hall, handkerchiefs %vere waved, hands 
were clapped and three times three and a 
tiger greeted tbe distinguished citizea of 
Lowell. 


The governor's brow wore an anxious 


expression und he appeared somewhat 
fatigued. 


He said ho regarded old Huntington 


hall as a sort of home; hu remembered 
that his gubernatorial campaign started 
in this old hall, and he recalled that as 
a boy he spoke- from that platform. I am 
glad to meet my friends and neighbors, to 
return once more to my home in Lowell, 
where I have lived sincea boy,-and.where 
I expect to die. He scarcely referred . to 
national issues but came directly to the 
point oa which evebody expected he would 
center his words—the redistricting meas- 
ure, which he as chief executive signed 
and approved. He said: 


"I don't think anybody in Lowell be- 


lieves that I have been very reluctant in 
the exercise of my veto power. 1 have 
used it probably more than, any governor 
for 30 years. 


What is there in your redistricting bill 


that you can lay to my charge? 
I know 


that you have a deadlock in your council; 
an equal distribution of wards in your 
board of aldermen because I (have served 
In both boards, I have been a member of 
your school board and I have been a chief 
magistrate of your city. I have studied 
municipal government. [When your red- 
istricting bill came to me there was Jonly a 
simple proposition to outline Jnew wards. 
It WPS provided that your city council in 


joint convention should make the appoint- 
ment. 


After that bill was passed no one asked 


fora Ffearingin. the matter. 
I submit 


that it is .1 question of law that your 
mayor is not allowed the veto power in 
any measure originating and acted upon 
in jointconvention. 


If a measure originates in the board of 


aldermen or in the council the power of 
veto certainly obtains. 
When the work of 


reriistriction was accomplished, then a cry 
was raised, and an attempt made to have 
the blame revert to me. They said I 
should have vetoed the bill in tbe first 
place and then this plan of redistricting 
the city as it has been would never have 
carried. 
Why gentlemen, it has been 


common talk, as far back as five years 
ago, that there should be a new division 
of wards here. Any one who accuses mo 
of infringing upon tlie rights or curtailing 
tbe powers of any man .is not acquainted 
with my character." 


Atthis point a number in the audience 


started to leave the hall and tha governor 
said he would speak bu: a few minutes 
longer. He said he appealed to the voters 
(0 support the republican ticket not be- 
cause his namo ap.pca.rucl upon it, but be- 
cause he had abiding faith in the princi- 
ples of his parly. "I will detain you no 
.ongur,'' he said, "bu1; I will allow you to 
depart for your homes early that you may 
riae in the morning and participate in a 
glorious republican victory." 


'The governor spoke just 15 minutes and 


at the co~n elusion held a reception on the 
stage.

The word has gone forth that Foss is 


being slashed In all directions. 


The freeze ou; at the rally of last night 


was the most notable and the most laugh- 
able incident of the campaign. 


The chairman dealt with party issues 


and party candidates but forgot all about 
Mr. Foss. Then lie introduced Col. Clark 
president of the Home Market club, a 
rattling speaker. 
Col. Clark also alluded 


to the high standing of the party candi- 
dates and referred to "Your distinguished 
townsman, Frederick T. Greenhalgo," 
but said not a word of Foss. 


Then came Curtis Guild and in the 


course of an eloquent discourse he said 
tlie men we want to elect to tho legislature 
are such staunch republicans as your 
Chairman Ex-Senator Lawton and your 
honored townsman Hon. F. T. Green- 
halge—and again not a word of Mr. Foss. 


In a few moments Kileski, as the offi- 


cial herald, entered on the right of the 
platform wavud his hand toward tlie band 
which meant up with Hail to the Chief. 
The governor entered, received an ova- 
tion and then delivered a speech of some 
length. He defended or attempted to de- 
fend his party and himself—but said not a 
word of Foss. 


Then the audience began to inquire 


"What's the matter with Foss?" 
"He's 


no good. "He's N. G.," waa the remark 
heard as the crowd was leaving the hall. 


Along thu street the matter was dis- 


cussed until THE 
Sua" building 


reached. 
There the bulletin told of Foas 


having been denounced in St. 
Paul's 


church by the pastor and the trouble pre- 
cipitated when Mr. Glidden demanded a 
retraction. 


This cast a ray of light on the unmen- 


tionable Mr. Foss. 


It was stated that tho reason why Mr. 


Foss's name was not mentioned was. that 
he was so closely connected with Nolan 
and Sparks that one member of the trio 
could not be 
mentioned without the 
others. 


It Is stated that Foss's money was 


poured out in tho shape of free beer at the 
saloons of Nolan and Sparks last evening. 
There was a big crowd at both places and 
the cuckoos were canvassing votes from 
men while furnishing the liquor necessary 
to steal away their brains. 


The day dawned gloriously, the air 


was calm, the sky was cl*ar. . It was a: 
ideal day on which to seek the satisfactio: 
of casting your.lmllot for the candidates of 
your choice for the rulers of .the state for 
the coming"year." '

polls opened as usual at C o'clock 


but the vote before seven was very light 
compared with the vote for that hour 
in former years. In Wards ono, three 
and six many democrats hastened to the 
polls to record their votes for Williams 
and Pearson, but 
the 
republicans in 


Wards two and four did not show any 
haste in getting to the polls. Iti fact the 
vote in these wards was exceedingly light 
until the sun came out and the chill of 
morn had passed away. 


Then they came in large numbers and 


discussed tho Foss episode of lust night, 
tho attack made upon him and Nolan and 
Sparks and shook their heads ominously 
as they muttered something like "Good 
enough for him." 
What can a man ex- 


pect who trains in such company. 


As the day advanced the opinion gained 


strength that Foss would be beaten and 
Pearson elected. This opinion prevailed 
generally .throughout tlie city" and 
it 


caused considerable enthusiasm, among 
the democrats. 


Notes From the Polls. 


Around town to-day very little interest 


is manifested In the election outside of 
the senatorial contest. 
The betting which 


has been in favor o£ Foss all along, has 
changed, and now even money is offered 
and there is plenty of Pearson coin at that. 
Pearson's supporters base their hope on a 
united democracy, a split in the republi- 
can ranks and tho 
candidacy of Mr. 


Nichols. 
The latter, they aay will poll a 
good vote. 


The failure to mention Foss's name at 


the republican rally last night, likewise 
the attack on him by Itev. Mr. Strutton, 
are indicative of the dissension in the re- 
publican ranks. 


Even some of the republican managers 


say that many-blanks will be cast In the 
senatorial contest. 


In ward one it is expected that this will 


particularly be seen. There is.-an element 
there some, of the old gward republicans 
who will refuse to support Foss and will 
not vote for Pearson. 


Tho Governor Voted. 


Gov. 
Grcenhalge voted this morning at 


9.30 o'clock in precinct four, Ward six, 
which polling place is in the High street 
eneine house. 


There were very few arou nd at the time 


and there was no demonstration. Alight- 
ing from his carriage the covernor walked 
briskly up stairs to the polls, noddine to 
and shaking hamls with some acquain- 
tances. 
He voted quickly and retired to 


the carriage. Ex-Mayor Abbott voted at 
the same time as the governor.

In Ward six the voting was extremely 


light and the workers who generally get 
out and hustle on election days were con- 
spicuous by their absence. At 11 o'clock 
precinct 4 had only polled 300 votes.

the victim and perpetrator. 
Everyone is

Misses' and'C&ilciren. - . . 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Four states alinub 


monopolize the interest which this city 
• feels in the elections of today. Maryland 
^and Kentucky of the. border state's, and 
'New York and Ohio in the north. Four 
years ago interest centered in New York, 
Massachusetts, Ohio and Iowa, and tho 
Democrats met defeat only in Ohio. 


;Iu both Massachusetts and low.i they 


failed to carry the state offices bolow tho 
governorship, but this was expected, and 
the fight had been made on the head of 
tho tickot. Flower's majority in New 
York was decisive, and rho continued 
allegiance of Massachusetts and Iowa im- 
parted to the Democracy renewed courage 
for the presidential struggle of 1392. 


This year the battle lines have changed. 


The Democrats aro fighting hard for two 
states in which their chances have hitherto 
been pretty good, and find. a struggle on 
their hands to retain two other states 
-which ever since the "war have been con- 
ceded to them. A Republican triumph in 
both Maryland and Kentucky today will 
necessitate a complete revision of the old 
lists of sure Democratic, sure Republican, 
and doubtful states. 


No one believes, however, that either of 


these two border states would falter in 
their Democratic allegiance in- a presi- 
dential contest, even if they should do so 
on the local issues today. But the Demo- 
cratic stump speakers tell their hearers in 
each of theso states that as they vote to- 
day so will they vote in 1856, and it is not 
strange that their opponents have come to' 
regard this statement as true, and are be- 
ginning to count upon it. 


Many ridicule the idea that cither Mary- 


land or Kentucky will bo carried by tho 
Republicans, and speak of the prediction 
as tho high-water mark of absurdity. On 
tho other hand, many who are pretty close 
to the fight.think that the tradition of a 
generation will this time be broken. 


Maryland is rocked with political tur-

Nicaragua. Our exports to Guatemala 
fell from $1,971,000 in tlio last year bo- 
fore onr treaty with that country took 
effect to 81,809,000 in tho fiscal year 
ending Jnno 80, 189S. Further decroafiee 
followed in the next two years, but in 
tbo ono ending -with last Jnno -wo gain- 
ed $1,400,000. Tho increase camo dur- 
ing the last half of tho ye;ir, after the 
\Vilaon bill had taken effect. Our ex- 
ports brought us over $800,000 more 
from Guatemala in the lust fiscal year 
thfut in tho corresponding period of 
1891-ii, the year of onr greatest export 
trade with Hontral America under the 
McKinley treaty. Whatever may have 
been the cuneo, tho fact remains that our 
trade with tho lending country of Cen- 
tral America commenced declining in 
1891 and continued to fall nntil the 
Wilson law had taken effect. 


Onr experts to Honduras declined for 


two years under reciprocity nursing, 
and then recovered a portion of tho lost 
ground. At no time dnring the enforce- 
ment of tbo McKinloy tiiriff law was 
our triido with Honduras as largo as be- 
fore or after that period. It brought us 
iu tho fiscal year of 18U4-5 about $040,- 
000, 
as compared with $448,000 in the 


year immediately preceding the panio 
and $019,000 in 1888-0—onr year of 
greatest trade with that country prior 
to tho passage of tho Wilson bill. Sim 
ilar changes occurred in our export trade 
with Nicaragua. Prom $1,583,000 in 
1S90-1 it decreased for two years, 
amounting to only $812,000 in the year 
1892-3. Thui came tin increase, and 
last year brought the trade back to 
nearly its old dimensions. Wo have had 
practically tho same experience with 
Salvador. All of these Central Ameri- 
can countries bought less from us dur- 
ing tho oontinnanco of our reciprocity 
treaties with them than they did before 
or bnvo since. 


Onr South American treaties vrero 


•with British Qniana and Brazil. Wo 
haven't much trade with tho colony 
named, but sell more to Brazil than to 
any other country of Latin America ex- 
cept Mexico. In 1890-1 onr exports to 
Brazil footed np $14,049,000. • In the first 
year of reciprocity they increased about 
$100,000, and in the second decreased 
nearly $2,000,000. The lost ground was 
only partly recovered in 1898-4. At no 
time after tho early part of 1891 was our 
export trade with Brazil as large as it- 
was just before that period. Reciprocity 
of tho kind favored by Harrison, Mc- 
Kinloy & Co. was u failure hero as it 
was .411 Central America. Last fiscal 
year's exports amounted to $15,105,000, 
nearly $1,000,000 more than in the test 
year of ifcKinleyism. 


Cuba, Por^oEico, Santo Domingo and 


tho British West Indies complete the list 
of countries and colonies south of ns to 
•whioh the reciprocity treaty portion of 
Mr. MoKinley's tariff law was extend- 
ed. Tho effect on our.trade with all but 
tho Spanish poss«sioris was substantial- 
ly tho same as on our Sonth and Central 
American exports. If McKinleyism ben- 
efited our foreign trade .at all, tho bene- 
fit was confined to th'e JPorto Rico-Cnban 
portion of it. Until tho present revolu- 
tion became serious onr exports to those 
two islands increased, but tho probabil- 
ity is that they would have done so had 
Mr. McKmloy never been born. Under 
normal political conditions in Cuba our 
trade with that island should grow right 
along, and it will if not hindered by 
tariff restrictions. 


Reciprocity as applied under the >Ic- 


Einley law was a complete failure. In- 
stead of increasing onr. country's trauo 
in the western hemisphere, it had tus 
opposite effeot. One of its provisions— 
the retaliatory clause—almost killed 
onr trade with Venezuela, Colombia and 
Haiti.

fact that when a labor leader commits one 
act that is distasteful to -his constituents 
the 099 good deeds ho iua3' have accom- 
plished aro lost sight of, and he is univer- 
sally condemned, and condemned in such 
a manner that he. can neve r again regain 
the confidence of his co-laborers. But let 
a politician commit 999 acts that are dis- 
tasteful to his constituents, and although 
they condemn him at tho time in the 
strongest terms, and clamor for his politi- 
cal decapitation, they forget all this If he 
does them one pood turn, and laud him 
•with profuse encomiums of praise. 


Now will anyone undertake to 5ivc an 


explanation of why this so? Why it is 
that laboring men will treat their leaders 
10 unfairly and political odice holders so 
considerately when it is through the ef- 
forts of tho former alone tbat better 
•wages and shorter hours aro made possi- 
ble. 


Conditions that are at present distress- 


Ing could be remedied by organization, 
but no one dares assume leadership, fear- 
ing the same fate that other leaders have 
met. 
Labor organizations, not unlike 


other organizations, have erred no doubt, 
but such things should bo avoided and not 
allowed to disrupt any organized body. 
The C. L. U. will assist in organization 
and advice, and will do its part toward in- 
creasing unionism In Lowell. Lawrenco 
has twenty-six unions and Lowell lias but 
six, which is entirely due to tho fact that 
the people of Lawrence, like the people in 
every other city but Lowell, don't- allow 
past prejudices to influence present condi- 
tions.

"Rucent events in Korea/1 said Sir. 


Kuriuo, "have, unfortunately, given rise 
to thu impression in somo quarters that 
Japan is seeking to exercise exclusive coa 
trofover thut country; in other words, to 
establish a p rote ceo rate. Nothing could 
be further from tho truth thau this sup- 
position. 
. • 


'•la dealing with Korea, Jnpan has but 


one bbjecc-—tho establishment- and main- 
tenance of the independence of the Ko- 
rean kingdom. In holding this purpose, 
tho Japanese are not actuated by any 
wish to control Korea, or by auy motive 
of purely altruistic benevolence. Her own 
interests demand that Korea shall l>e in- 
dependent, and that the Korean govcru' 
ment shall be strong enough to maintain 
order within the kingdom and. to protect 
foreigners residing there. 


"Eighty per cent of Korea's trade is with 


Japan; the regular Hues of comniunica* 
tion between Korea and other countries 
arc entirely under. Japanese control, while 
largo numbers of Japanese reside in Korea 
for purposes of business. Through the 
weak and vacillating policy of the Korean 
government, largely due formerly to the 
mischievous influence exerted by Chinese 
agents, all of these interests were con- 
stant ly endangered. Internal disorder be- 
came the rule rather than the exception in 
Korea, and at overy fresh outbreak it was 
Japan or her subjects that suffered most. 


•'It can be seen from this that Japan 


had a strong motive, entirely different 
from anything like an ambitious design 
to coatroL the political destinies of Korea, 
in assuming and maintaining the attitude 
she occupies. 


Where Troopi Figure. 


"Korean affairs are still unhappily in a 


most chaotic condition, and the best ef- 
forts for improving the government and 
tho people 'are beset by obsrs&es which 
seem well nigh insurmountable. 
Conse- 


quently there has been some misunder- 
standing in Europe and America concern 
ing tbe real situation in Korea and the 
true designs of Japan. AH such doubts 
should be removed by the declaration of "^nds, 
policy contained in the telegram from my 
government, which is a clear.and at the 
same time a very frank statement of its 
true designs. The presence of a large forcp 
of Japanese troops in Korea has, doubtless, 
biion one reason why tho impression has 
gainud ground that the Japanese govern- 
ment desires to establish a protectorate 
then;. 
. "The declaration of Japan does not 
mean that all of the Japanese troops -will 
be ""withdrawn from Korea when Porb 
Arthur is evacuated, for the retention of a 
suitable force will probably still be neces- 
sary for tho protection of Japanese sub- 
jects and the legation and consulates. 
But; tho maintenance of even such a force 
is clearly regarded as temporary, as is 
shown by the statement that the Japanese 
government hopes that the work of reform 
having been set in motion will progress, 
and that, consequently, Korea will shortly 
be able to mnintain order and protect for- 
eigners, in which event the troops still re- 
tained for these purposes will be recalled. 


"These declarations should serve to ef- 


fectually set as rest; the rumora regarding 
Japanese designs upon Korea, which have 
already gaimd some degree of credence, 
and which, if u aeon tradic ted, are cal- 


culated to lead to most mischievous and 
Injurious consequences. This attitude of 
Japan hag been consistent from the be- 
ginning. At the outset she dec'^red that 
her sole object was the mainteSance of 
Korean independence." 


Powder's Tremendous Power. 


HocKLA>~p, Me., Nov. 5.— Six hundred 


and fifty keg's of powder and a large quan- 
tity -of dynamite were exploded 'at tho 
Long Grove granite quarry yesterday. 
The explosion cost the company $3000, and 
was succsssful in loosening 300,000 tons of 
granite.

of Eedistricting Bill.

was a great crowd of republicans, demo- 
crats and recognized A. P. As.I 


In tho gallery occupying seats were 


many Udles, while the boxes were occu- 
pied by intimate friends 
of Governor 


Greenhaige. 


Like previous republican rallies, there 


was a decidedly chilly air about the rally, 
for one republican candidate, poor Ether 
S. Foss; not once was his name men- 
tioned; no words of praise for him; no 
rosy picture of success pictured for'him to 
coddle and admiru till tlie senatorial con- 
tost Is settled thl* evening. 
"That is the kind of a man we want to 


represent us in the legislature," said Cur- 
tis Guild in his speech, as he pointed to 
ox-Senator Law ton, and failed even to call 
the nnaie of Mr. Foss. There was but 
one Inference; in Foss they have lost con- 
fidence. Not to him would they point the 
linger of pride when they bc/ast of tho 
honest, Independent, free thinking men 
the republican party sonds to the legisla- 
ture. 


Governor Greenlialge's speech was a 


disappointment to his friends. 


It lacked his characteristic fervor, force 


and expression. It was not pointed, as is 
usually the case with bis remarks, and 
failed to enthuse his audience to any ap- 
preciable extent. Either His Excellency 
was fatigued, or he found it difficult to sot 
himself right with his neighbors for his 
net in signing tbe redistricting bill.

He dwelt upon the air of quietude that 


has attended the campaign, and said it 
was impossible for the republicans to 
arouse a special interest, when Mr. Quincy 
and the leaders of democracy, before the 
campaign had fairly started, had admitted 
the election of the entire republican state 
ticket.

fleet. Mr. Clark could not speak words 
to express his pleasure at being able to ad- 
dress the voters of such a thriving city as 
Lowell is. Mr. Clark proved an enter- 
taining speaker and by his many witty re- 
marks and anecdotes sprung iato imme- 
diate favor with his auditors.

I have studied 
municipal government. 
When your re- 


districting bill came to me there was only a 
simple proposition to outline naw wards. 


It WPS provided that your city council ia 


joint convention should make the appor- 
tionment. 


After that bill was passed no one asked 


for a hearing In the matter. 
I submit 


that It is a question of law that your 
mayor is not allowed the veto power in 
any measure originating and acted upon 
in joint convention. 


If a measure originates in the board of 


aldermen or In the council the power of 
veto certainly obtains. When the work of 
redistriction was accomplished, then a cry 
was raised, and an attempt mado to have 
the blame revert to me. They said I 
should have vetoed the. bill in the first 
place and then this plan of redistricting 
the city as it has beeu would never have 
carried. 
Why gentlemen, it has been 


common talk, as far back as .'five years 
ago, that there should be a new division 
of wards here. Any ono who accuses me 
of infringing upon the rights or curtailing 
the powers of any man (is not acquainted 
with my character." 


At this point a number in the audience 


started to leave the hall and the governor 
said he would speak but a few minutes 
longer. He said he appealed to the voters 
to support the republican ticket not be- 
cause bis name appeared upon it, but be- 
cause ho had abiding faith in tha princi- 
ples of his party. "I will detain you no 
longer," ho said, "but I will allow you to 
depart for your homes early that yo'u may 
rise in tho morning and participate in a 
glorious republican victory."

EFFECT OF THE TREATIES WITH 


SOUTHERN COUNTRIES. 


Trade Declined V/itli South and Central 


America While It Increased With En- 
Tope—Under the Wilson Ijiw It Haa In- 
creased—Record of a Failure. 


The Kepablican congressional conten- 


tion of the Eighteenth IlliuoiB district, 
says the St. Louis Ropnblic, took occa- 
sion to denounce tha Democratic party 
for the annulment of the Harrison- 
Blaiue-JIcKinley reciprocity treaty. The 
reason for the annulment vras a good 


one. 
Tho effect of the treaties on onr 


trade with the countries eonth of us was 
the reverse of -what had been predicted 
by Harrison, McKinley & Co. They had 
been in force about three years -without 
increasing onr exports, as a -whole, to 
the favored countries. This trade had, 
in fact, declined, and in years of excep- 
tionally large exports to Europe. These 
treaties had been in force hvo years 
when the- panic came, and our trade 
with Europe wag not much affected by 
it until 1894. They had a fair trial, and 
•what was the result? 


Four of the ten reciprocity treaties 


•were with Central American countries 
—Guatemala, Honduras, Salvador and 
Nicaragua. 
Our exports to Guatemala 


fell from $1,971,000 in tho last year be- 
fore onr treaty with 'that country rook 
effect to $1,809,000 in the fiscal year 
ending JnneSO, 1892.

At no time during tbe enforce- 
ment of tlie MuKinley tariff law was 
our trade with Honduras as large as be- 
fore or after that period. It brought us 
in the fiscal year of 1894-5 about $046,- 
000,, as compared with $443,000 iu the 
year immediately preceding the panic 
and $010,000 in 18S8-9—our year of 
greatest trade with that country prior 
to tho passage of the \vilson bill. Sim- 
ilar changes occurred in onr export trade 
with Nicaragua. 
Prom |1,5S3,000 in 


1890-1 it decreased for two years, 
amounting to only $812,000 in tho year 
1892-3. 
Then came an increase, and 


last year brought tho trade bnck to 
nearly its old dimensions. Wo have had 
practically the same experience with 
Salvador. 
All of these Central Ameri- 


can countries bought less from us dur- 
ing the continnanco of our reciprocity 
treaties with them than they did before 
or have since. 


Our South American treaties were 


with British Guiana and Brazil Wo 
haven't much trade with the colony 
named, but sell more to Brazil than to 
any other country of Latin America ex- 
cept Mexico. In 1890-1 our exports to 
Brazil f opted up $14,049,000. In the first 
rear of reciprocity they increased about 
M90.000, and in the second decreased 
nearly $2,000,000. Tho lost ground was 
only partly recovered in 1893-4. 
At no 


;ime after the early part of 1891 was our 
export trade with Brazil as largo as it 
was juet before that period. Reciprocity 
of tha kind favored by Harrison, Mc- 
Kinley & Co. was u failure here as it 
was in Central America. Last fiscal 
year's exports amounted to $15,105,000, 
nearly §1,000,000 more than iu the best 
year of McKinlcyism; 


Cuba, Porto Rico, Santo Domingo and

An Appeal From L. \v. ITookB, Prexldent

Editor SUN: 
Dear Sir—Allow me spaco in your es- 


teemed paper to say a few words in regard 
to the disorganized condition of labor in 
this city. 


What is (he cause of the dnplorable con- 


dition of organized labor in Lowell? Have 
the labor leaders ot the past been untrust- 
worthy, or t!o the masses fail to support 
their leaders. 


Without doubt many of the charges of 


disloyalty that have been heaped upon 
past local leaders were true, yet it ia a 
fact that when a labor loader commits one 
act that is distasteful to his constituents 
the SW pood deeds ho may have accom- 
plished are lost sight of, and he is univer- 
sally condemned, ar.rt condemned in such 
a manner that he can never ajjain regain 
the contidcnce of his co-laborers? But let 
a politician commit Sifl9 acts that are dis- 
tasteful to his constituents, and although 
they condemn him at the time in the 
strongest term?, and clamor for his politi- 
cal decapitation, they forget all this if he 
does them one good turn, and laud him 
with profuse, encomiums of praise. 


Now will anyone undertake to give an 


explanation of why this so? Why it is 
that laboring men will treat their leaders 
so unfairly and political office holders so 
considerately when it is through tho ef- 
forts of the former, alone that better 
wages and shorter hours are made -possi- 
ble. 


Conditions that are at present distress- 


ing could bn remedied by organization, 
but no one dares assume leadership, fear- 
ing the same fate that other leaders have 
met. 
Labor organizations, not unlike 


other organizations, have erred no doubt, 
but such things should be avoided and not 
allowed to disrupt any organized body. 
The C. L. tr. will assist in organization 
and advice, and will do its part toward in- 
creasing unionism in Lowell. Lawrence 
has twenty-aix unions and Lowell has but 
Bis, which is entirely due to the fact that 
the people of Lawrence, liko the people in 
every other city but Lowell, don't allo,v 
past prejudices to influence preaent'condi- 
tiony.

Korea Will Soon Be Able to Protect 


Foreigners. 


'WASHIXOTO:?, Nov. 5.—Tho telegram 


from .Tapaa to Its minister ab "Washing- 
toll, announcing authoritatively tho policy 
o£ Japan in Korea, has created a great 
deal of intercut in diplomatic circles. Tho1 
Japanese minister, when approached upon 
tho subject, said Tory frankly that this 
announcement 
of 
Japan's 
attitude 


toward Korea 3ould only be construed in 
one wuy* namely, as an indication of tho 
earnest desire ot the Japanese govern- 
ment to remove .ill possible causa for mis- 
apprehension upon the subject. 


''Recent events in Korea," said Mr. 


Kurino, "have, uuforamately, given rise 
to the impression in some quarters that 
Japan is seeking to exercise exclusive con- 
trol over that country; in other words, to 
establish a protectorate. Nothing could 
be further from tho truth than this sup- 
position. 


"In dealing with Korea, Japan has bufc 


onu object—tho establishment and main- 
tenance of tho independence of the Ko- 
rean kingdom. In holding this purpose, 
the Japanese are not actuated by any 
wish to control Korea, or by any motive 
of purely altruistic benevolence. Eer own 
interests demand that Korea shall be in- 
dependent, and that tho Korean govern- 
ment shall be strong enough to maintain 
order within tho kingdom and to protect; 
foreienera residing there. 


"Kijrhty per oent of Korea's trade is with 


Japan; the regular lines of communica-

seem vrell nigh insurmountable. 
Conse- 


quently there has been some misunder- 
standing in Europe and America concern- 
ing tbe real situation in. Korea and the 
true designs of Japan. All such doubts 
should bo removed by the declaration of 
policy contained in the telegram from my 
government, which is a clear and at the 
same time a very frank statement of its 
true designs. Tho presence of a large force 
of Japanese troops in Korea has, doubtless; 
been une reason why tho impression has 
gained ground that tho .Tapaneso govern- 
ment desires to establish, a protectorate 
there. 


"Tho declaration of Japan does not 


mean that all of the Japanese troops will 
bo withdrawn from .Korea when. Por& 
Arthur is evacuated, for the retention ot a 
suitable force will probably still be neces- 
sary for tho protection of Japanese sub- 
jects aad the legation and consulates. 
But tho maintenance of even such a force 
is clearly regarded as temporary, as is 
shown by tho statement; that the Japanese 
government hopes that the work of reform 
having been set in motion will progress, 
and that, consequently, Korea will shortly 
be able to maintain order and protect for- 
eigners, in which event the troops still re- 
tained for these purposes will be recalled. 


"These declarations should, servo to ef- 


fectually set at rest the rumors regarding 
.Tapaneso designs upon Korea, which have
